Navy May Oppose 
New USNA Class Bill 


NAvYY Department opposition to the 
bill for commissioning excess mid- 
shipmen ordered reported to the Sen- 
ate this week by the Senate Naval 
Committee is expected in view of the 
provision adopted for reducing the 
number of Congressional appointments. 
Commissions for all midshipmen now 
at the Naval Academy, regardless of 
strength limitations, is authorized un- 
der the bill, the commissions to be pro- 
bationary for two years, revokable at 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Navy, or by failure upon examination 
at the end of the period. 

To balance the increase in the 
strength of the line of the Navy which 
would be wrought by the bill, the Com- 
mittee provided that each Senator and 
Representative after passage of the 
Act would be allowed but two appoint- 
ments to the Academy. 

The Senate Naval Committee’s ac- 
tion was taken upon the bill which 
passed the House some weeks ago. 
This measure provided merely that ail 
graduates of the Naval Academy this 
year could be given commissions, and 
that the resultant increase in strength 
must be reduced by 1937. In view of 
objections that this legislation would 
discriminate against future classes, the 
Senate Committee attempted to work 
out another solution of the problem. 

Prospects of a steadily declining offi- 
cer strength when the two-appointment 
supply begins to be felt and the crea- 
tion of a “hump” in the promotion list, 
make the solution proposed by the Sen- 
ate Committee unsatisfactory to the 
Navy Deartment. While no official ac- 
tion is likely to be taken, a compromise 
will probably be sought between the 
House and Senate proposals. 

A scheme which meets with favor at 
the Department is to give commissions 
to part of the classes now at the Acad- 
emy, say to the upper two-thirds of 
each class, and to continue on the three- 
appointment basis which was put into 
effect last year. Excluding Marine 
Corps and staff appointments and the 
number of graduates who would ordi- 
narily want to resign, such a system 
would mean that the bottom one-sixth

Fleet May Not Return 


ALTHOUGH no orders have been is- 

sued, the Scouting Force will prob- 
ably not return to the Atlantic seaboard 
next month but will remain indefinitely 
on the West Coast. 

Force schedules approved months ago 
call for vessels based on the East Coast 
to leave the San Pedro-San Diego area 
about May 14, returning to the Atlantic 
Some time in June. In view of unset- 
tled conditions in the Orient, however, 
it is expected that these orders will be 
cancelled and the fighting strength of 
the United States Fleet will remain 
concentrated off our western shores. 

Final decision as to the step need not 
and probably will not be made until, 
under present orders, the ships must 
build up steam for the voyage East. 
However, although orders do not have 
to be issued until the eleventh hour, 
the expectation of keeping the Scout- 
ing Force in the Pacific upsets plans 
of families of personnel of the ships 
and those who are ordered to them 
this Summer.

This means that the long delayed 
Army supply bill may be placed be- 
fore the House by the last of next 
week or in the week following. 

Ordinarily the bill is the third or 
fourth appropriations bill reported, and

The Navy appropriations bill would 
follow the war measure, under the pro- 
gram announced by Representative 
Byrns. The Navy appropriations sub- 
committee virtually completed drafting 
their measure yesterday, following a 
joint session with the War Department 
appropriations subcommittee. 

Reduced appropriations, not only for 
rations, but for clothing as well, was 
considered at the joint sessions, accord- 
ing to the appropriations chairman. He 
said he was not familiar with the ex- 
tent of the cuts but “knew there had 
been reductions.” 

“With food a great deal cheaper, and 
clothing certainly below what it has 
been for years, there is no earthly 
reason for appropriating as much as 
we have in the past,” he said. 

For further details Mr. Byrns re- 
ferred all inquiries to Representative 
Ross A. Collins (Democrat), Mississippi, 
chairman of the Army appropriations 
subcommittee, and Representative W. 
A. Ayres (Democrat), Kansas. 

Original proposals of Representative 
Collins called for retirement of 2,000 
Army officers on three quarters pay, 
and it is generally understood that the

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Pay Cut Proponents 
Still Unsuccessful 





HOUSE action on Federal pay cut 

plans, embracing all service per- 
sonnel, was delayed again this week by 
the Democratic House economy com- 
mittee, which became enmeshed in the 
broad problem of Federal reorganiza- 
tion. 

Chairman John McDuffie (Demo- 
crat), Alabama, denied emphatically, 
however, that salary slash proposals 
have been abandoned. He said the 
committee probably will report out a 
wage-cut bill next week. 

Leaders have said from the start 
that any bill reported would be pro- 
posed as a rider to the legislative ap- 
propriations bill, and Appropriations 
Chairman Joseph W. Byrns said he 
hoped to have that measure before the 
House by the first of next week. 

Last week House and Senate con- 
ferees reached an agreement on the 
Agriculture bill that may mean con- 
tinuation of pay increases and promo- 
tions in every government department, 

Conferees agreed on a compromise 
plan that would drop the ban on pay 
increases and promotions included in 
every other House supply bill except 
Post Office and Treasury. The clause 
providing for non filling of vacancies 
without Presidential order was re- 
written under the compromise. The 
Senate has consistently left the three 
provisions out of every appropriations 
bill, while the House has just as con- 
sistently included them. Agreement 
on the Agriculture appropriations bill, 
the first of the supply measures to pass 
both houses, is regarded as establish- 
ing a precedent for all other appropria- 
tions bills. 

Even if the House economy commit- 
tee failed to report out a pay cut bill, 
the Congressional hazard is by no 
means past. Senator William E, 
Borah (Republican), Idaho, reiterated 
that he will revive his salary reduction 
proposals as a rider to the revenue bill 
when it reaches the Senate. 

The Borah salary cut bill, referred 
by the Senate Civil Service Committee 
to a subcommittee headed by Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart (Republican), 
Iowa, has not been agitated for weeks, 

Thursday, however, Senator Tom 
Connally (Democrat), Texas, himself 
the author of a pay cut measure, called

Vote Down Consolidation 


N° bill for consolidating War and 

Navy Departments into one De- 
partment of National Defense will be 
reported out of the House Expenditures 
Committee this session, Chairman John 
J. Cochran (Democrat), Missouri, an- 
nounced following an executive session 
of his committee Thursday, April 7. 

It was his fourth attempt to get the 
bill reported out of his committee, and 
it failed. The measure was tabled by a 
vote of 18 to 8. One Republican, Rep- 
resentative William Williamson, South 
Dakota, voted with seven Democrats 
for the bill. Five Democrats joined 
with seven Republicans in defeating it. 

Speaker John N. Garner, who with 
other House Democratic leaders has fa- 
vored the measure, claiming an annual 
saving of $100,000,000 under its terms, 
was not discouraged. ~ 

“You will find the bill will be report- 
ed from another source,” he said. 

It is known that the House Economy 
Committee has gone into Army-Navy 
consolidation in a general way. The in- 
ference was that they may be expected 
to report out a bill. 

Two of their members, Representa- 
tive Williamson and Representative Jo- 
seph W. Byrns, former chairman of 
the committee, have drawn War-Navy

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Weight of Editorial Opinion Opposes Cash Payment of Veterans’ Bonus 





EDITORIAL opinion in the United States regarding the proposal to pay 

veterans the face value of their adjusted service certificates at the present 
time seems decidedly against the movement. Of the newspapers commenting 
on the cash bonus bills now before Congress, the clear majority are vigorously 
in opposition, calling for that body to disregard the petitions of veterans’ or- 
ganizations which are pouring into Washington and to “balance the budget.” 
Other editors, however, while not expressing themselves so strongly, contend 
that payment at the present time would aid the whole country toward recovery. 


“BJERE is an excellent chance for the war veterans to show their patriotism,” 

comments the Erie, Pa., Times. “Let them, through their organizations, 
indicate clearly that they do not want the bonus, and the treasury would be 
saved the possibility of a terrific strain. The present is no time for a bonus 
bill.” 


7 Alt the grey matter that Congress possesses is being devoted to the attempt 

to balance the budget in the next fiscal year, to turn a two billion dollar 
deficit into the formula that Mr. Micawber declared made for happiness rather 
than misery,” states the Bangor, Me., News. “To many who have observed the 
tendency of Congress to look for new sources of revenue rather than for new 
means of economy, a decision to add some two billion dollars to the public debt 
by cashing the veterans’ certificates would be the last straw.” 


“@URELY any attempt at such a benefaction at present would be unfortu- 

nate,” declares the Rochester, Minn., Post-Bulletin. “Not that the veterans 
do not deserve it. But with the Government already going in the hole $2,000,- 
000,000 a year, with Congress driven desperately to find new sources of reve- 
nue, and the public driven still more desperately to meet tax demands in a 
time of business prostration, it seems tragically ill-timed. 

“Last year’s bonus payments did not ‘help business’ as they were expected 
to do. Larger payments now, accomplished through new Government loans, 
would certainly hurt business.” 


UBLIC opinion on the bonus is unsettled,” says the Danville, Va., Bee. “It is 
dismaying to see a Federal treasury deficit accumulating with such alarm- 
ing speed and then to contemplate adding to the deficiency with such easy 
grace, but consideration of the bonus bill cannot be segregated but must be 
taken in conjection with other governmental policies. For instance, opposition 
to a payment of a cash bonus immediatel ydwindles when one becomes con- 
scious of a reported determination of the Government to readjust the war 
debts and to hear that the chief purpose behind the appointment of Andrew 
Mellon as ambassador to the Court of St. James wsa to work out a scaling down 
project among creditor nations, thus eliminating vast income to the treasury on 
which Government operation is promised. 

“If the treasury is to be raided at all there is a strong feeling that the 
loot should fall among the pleasant places at home since there is a good deal 
of financial missionary work to be done which should have prior considertion 
to that in the foreign field.” 


“REPORTS from Washington are to the effect that the House of Representa- 

tives certainly will enact cash ‘bonus’ legislation, and that the Senate, 
confident that the presidential veto power will be exercised to protect the 
treasury, the taxpayers and industry, also will pass a bill,” avers the South 


Bend, Ind., Tribune. “The ‘veterans’ vote’ then, will impress the weak-kneeg 
politicians more than the best interests of the Nation. It is even believed thag 
the ‘bonus’ votes in the House will be so numerous as to override a veto. For 
tunately, the Senate apparently will sustain a veto.” 


| the capital of Michigan, the Lansing News sees “a chance for the bonus,” 

“It does seem that the Federal Government has made many attempts tg 
assist groups and businesses through financial ordeal, and has paid no atten. 
tion to the individual,” says the Newe. “The-.cashing of the bonus will aid 
individuals, and not in the form of charity. The money to the veterans is long 
past due. And they have earned it.” 

Representative Patman’s proposal to pay for cash payment of the 
bonus by issuing United States notes is termed “Hats and Rabbits” by 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Eagle News. “The idea is naively lovely,” states the 
newspaper. “It would be glorious if all we needed to restore prosperity were to 
start the currency printing presses. But we wonder what Mr. Patman thinks 
would happen after that. He says the Government has plenty of good reserve 
to back the new money he proposes to set afloat, which is to be doubted, but 
even if it has that consideration is a little beside the point. If two billions 
in new currency should be issued, the value of the dollar immediately would 
drop. Everything would depreciate. The veterans themselves would be paid 
in currency that would buy only a fraction of what the dollar normally buys, 
* * * The whole scheme is fancifully unsound and dangerous and it should bé 
speedily rejected.” 


“(THE American Legion as a patriotic organization owes it to the Nation to 

stop the raid on the depleted treasury and the heavily burdened taxpayers 
by scotching the proposal now being agitated in Congress for immediate cash- 
ing of veterans’ bonus certificates,” declares the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
“The Legion can do much toward stopping this illogical extravagance. Since 
it prides itself on saving the Nation, it should not lend itself to a grab that 
would well nigh ruin it. There is need of a call to patriotism which at this 
juncture is opposition to the Patman proposal.” 


“FULL payment of the bonus at this time would cost the taxpayers in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000,000 more than it will cost them if the bonus is paid in 
1945, as originally planned,” the Philadelphia Public Ledger states. “Such a 
cash drain on the Government now would be almost suicidal. * * * The Presi- 
dent is right. The budget must be balanced and the National credit must be 


protected. The bonus must wait.” 


UOTING from a resolution adopted by a veterans’ association calling for 
payment of the bonus to succor unemployed ex-Service men whose only 
possession is their adjusted Service certificate, the Brooklyn Times and Stand- 
ard-Union comments as follows: “Not all veterans are talking like that. There 
is considerable opposition in veterans’ circles to such a line of reasoning. But 
it must be understood that there is also much support for these sentiments.” 


“IN whatever form presented,” declares the New York Times, “the ‘cash 

bonus’ is plainly impossible. It is hard to believe that even its loudest ad- 
vocates take seriously their invitation to disaster. * * * If the danger should 
come to be apprehended as actual, the preposterous plan will be ‘yelled’ down 
Deficit, $2,000,000,000; bonus, $2,000,000,000!” 











Chaplains Meet 


With Army chaplains of the Regular 

Services, Reserves and National 
Guard from many parts of the United 
States in attendance, the seventh 4an- 
nual convention of the Chaplains’ As- 
sociation of the Army of the United 
States was held in New York City, 
Wednesday and Thursday, April 6 
and 7. 

Secretary of War Patrick J. Hurley, 
from Washington, sent the following 
message: 

“May your seventh annual conven- 
tion bring to the Co of Chaplains a 
renewed inspiration in its great task 
of building up spirituality and moral 
courage throughout the Army of the 
United States.” 

General Douglas MacArthur, Chief 
of Staff, sent the following message, 
which also was read at the afternoon 
session Wednesday: 

“The Army Chaplain stands for 
charity, for fortitude and for righteous- 
ness. His unique and necessary func- 
tions are reflected in the moral cour- 
age and moral consciousness that make 
a military organization honored in 
peace and invincible in war. I am de- 
lighted that the Seventh Annual Con- 
vention of the Chaplains’ Association 
gives me the opportunity to testify 
publicly to the affection and regard in 
which the whole corps is held by the 
Army of the United States.” 

Colonel Yates Speaks 

Col. Julian E. Yates, Chief of Cha 
lains, spoke Wednesday afternoon, - 
ing as his subject “Cashing In.” Colo- 
nel Yates related a number of activi- 
ties engaged in by Army chaplains such 
as conducting interesting educational 
classes, athletics. “But,” he pointed 
out, “some chaplains, like the bashful 
suitor, seem to fail at the decisive mo- 
ment of bringing matters to a decision. 
All these collateral efforts will only 
disappoint and tantalize unless you ac- 
tually cash in on them. If a chaplain 
expends his vital energies on these 
things and finds his pews empty on 
Sunday morning, he has little comfort 
for his pains and is not cashing his as- 
sets. He may be a Pied Piper on the 
athletic field, in literary matters and in 
the draawing room, but his pipe can’t 





be heard after he passes the church 
door. What shall he do? 


“Here is the piace for a bit of high 
pressure salesmanship. To get coop- 
eration you must have interest and to 
get interest there is no surer way than 
to get some form of activity on the 
part of those whose interest is sought. 
If you can ever get a man or woman, 
boy or girl to invest even a small part 
of his or her energy in your enterprise 
you have won the opening skirmish. 
‘Where your treasure is there will your 
heart be also.’ This service may at 
first be almost grudgingly given, mere- 
ly as a personal favor to you, but it is 
the opening wedge and if by studious 
ingenuity you throw around the service 
every attraction possible that personal 
favor and interest may grow into first- 
hand enthusiasm. 

“The chaplain should tactfully let it 
be known that good sportsmanship de- 
mands reciprocation. His club mem- 
bers should be willing to help him as 
ushers or officials of some sort in his 
activities in the church. His Scouts in 
the woods should be alert scouts in 
prompt attendance upon all his exer- 
cises. And he on his part should see 
that every last one of them has some- 
thing important to do. Let them know 
that they are capitalizing also. Make 
it worth their while to follow the piper 
into the church. And then by studious, 
serious and prayerful effort give them 
such spiritual leadership that they will 
follow the piper through the door of re- 
ligious faith and sacrifice into the life 
of Christian service. 

“Such efforts to utilize and cash in 
on all our available possibilities are 
fundamental to the success of every 
chaplain. All these collateral activi- 
ties not only may be made to contribute 
to your religious program but they fill 
the very important function of counter 
attractions over against the seductions 
of evil. That ‘the idle brain is the 
devil’s workshop,’ applies with tremen- 
dous force in an Army garrison. And 
I know that a wholesome hobby has 
saved many a man, soldier and civilian, 
from perdition.” 

Weakened Pacifism 

Mgr. William Hughes, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., president of the association 
and a chaplain in the Officers’ Reserve 


Corps and director of the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions, urged “a posi- 
tive stand against a weakened paci- 
fism.” He advocated pressure on legis- 
lators in favor of measures for “protec- 
tion in time of peace so that there will 
not be such sacrifices in the future as 
there were in the last war.” 

The Rev. Dr. Paul Dwight Moody, as- 
sociate chief chaplain of the AEF, and 
president of Middlebury College, Vt., 
said that the word peace had taken the 
substitution of the word good-will. 

Rabbi Morris G. Lazaron, of Balti- 
more, a chaplain in the Officers Re- 
serve Corps, declared that while it is 
popular today to be a pacifist, world 
conditions and human nature pointed 
to the possibility of further wars and 
that it would be imprudent to disarm. 
“I am unwilling to gamble with so 
high and precious a stake as the inde- 
pendence and integrity of my country,” 
he asserted. He stressed the fact, how- 
ever, that it was the duty of chaplains 





to work with and strengthen positive 
forces making for peace. 
Hear Rabbi Sonderling 

Rabbi Jacob Sonderling, an honor- 
ary member of the organization, who 
served as a chaplain during the World 
War under General von Hindenburg, 
predicted that von Hindenburg would 
be re-elected to the German Presi- 
dency “against 
bigotry and reaction.”

Day, Secretary of War Hurley, 
speaking over a national raido hook-up 
from the Army Day banquet of the 
Military Order of the World War in 
Washington, told the Nation that “the 
military forces of the United States 
have been reduced to the minimum nec- 
essary for National Defense.” 


“It would be unwise,” the Secretary 
warned, “to further weaken the military 
establishment.” 

Throughout the Nation Army Day 
was observed by the citzenry with pa- 
rades, celebrations, dinners and lunch- 
eons. Units of the Regular Army were 
participants in many as were the Re- 
serves and National Guard. In Wash- 
ington, D. C., a gigantic parade was 
held, passing in review before Presi- 
dent Hoover. Despite the objections of 
Senator Norris, the Senate adjourned 
to give its members opportunity to 
view the parade. 


Secretary’s speech 

Extracts from Secretary 
speech follow: 

“Fifteen years ago today the young 
men of this Nation closed their books, 
or closed their offices, or laid down 
their tools to answer the call of our 
country. They went overseas and 
fought, not for reward and not for 
glory. Our Nation demanded no terri- 
tory and refused all indemnities. Her 
sons fought to uphold the principles of 
justice, freedom and democracy; to 
make the world safe for those princi- 
mankind and to end all wars. 

“The skeptics of 1932 may not be 
able to understand that simple, pa- 
triotic creed of the soldier of 1917. The 
soldier who met. the enemy on the field 
of battle does know and does under- 
stand it. All who served recall the un- 
selfish sacrifice of those who fought, 
those who were wounded, and those 
who died to promote the welfare of 
mankind and to esd all wars. 

“The world has not kept its pledge 
to those who died in the World War, 
for the great war did not end war. 
Warfare has been almost continuous 
throughout the world since the close of 
the World War. The idealistic attitude 
of the American soldier has not been 
shared by the people of the world gen- 
erally. Nations have continued to 
build armaments, not for defense, but 
for aggression. Our Nation still hopes 
that the Golden Rule will eventually be 
adopted as the fundamental principle 
In negotiations between nations; that 
armaments will cease to be an instru- 
ment of international diplomacy; and 
that all the races and nations of the 
world will eventually live on terms of 
peace and amity. 

“Those of us who believed at the 
close of the World War that interna- 
tional peace, amity and good will could 
€ permanently maintained, have been 
bitterly disillusioned. We have been 
driven against our will to the unescapa- 
ble conclusion that the nations con- 
tinue to live by their own capacity to 
defend themselves against aggression. 
In _proportion to its -population, the 
United States has. for its national de- 
fense the smallest standing army in

| the world. It has devised a plan for 
the training of citizen soldiers. This 
training program was visualized by 
General George Washington when he 
insisted upon the organization of a mi- 
litia ‘as the palladium of security and 
the first resort in case of hostility.’ 

“The military forces of the United 
States have been reduced to the mini- 
mum necessary for national defense. It 
would be unwise to further weaken the 
military establishment. The Army and 
the Navy are now instruments of de- 
fense only. They are not of the size or 
strength that would make them a 
menace to the peace or happiness of 
any other nation. The United States 
has no imperialistic designs. It main- 
tains merely enough force to defend its 
own territory and its own institutions 
against hostile assaults. 

“The American people have also de- 
cided that in time of war it is an in- 
justice to require one man to die for 
the Republic while another makes profit 
out of war. Recently the War Policies 
Commission sent a report to the Presi- 
dent, who in turn transmitted the re- 
port to Congress. In this report there 
is a definite, well-defined plan for elimi- 
nating profits and distributing the eco- 
nomic burdens of war. This report is 
the result of the experience gained in 
the World War and will go far toward 
making the burdens of any future war 
fall with equal weight upon every ele- 
ment of our citizenship. 

“Our Nation was founded on the 
ideals of liberty. It has served as a 
model for liberals and liberators all 
over the world. Republics of the past 
have been based on similar ideals, but 
they failed when their idealism became 
theoretical and impractical. This Re- 
public stands because its citizens had 
the capacity to reject impractial, the- 
oretical idealism and to be guided in- 
stead by practical wisdom and practi- 
cal ideals. Americans have always 
strived to make their own Nation and 
the world better, but they have always 
had the wisdom to recognize their own 
country and the world as they are. 

“On this Army Day I convey to the 
men who served expressions of .com- 
radeship and good will from the Army 
of the United States.

“The bill defines the types of activi- |

Seeks High Salaries 

In the minority report exception is 
first taken to the provision prohibiting 
appointments of engineers or architects 
except from civil service.

“We now come to that part of the 
committee bill which excludes from the 
public works administration all work 
relating to rivers and harbors, flood 
control, and navigation.

technical training and practical experi- 
ence. 
“Has Retarded Progress 

“Rivers and harbors” work has been 
an expensive school in which to train 
Army engineers under the present ar- 
rangement. For a hundred years we 
have had the spectacle of the untrained 
and inexperienced supervising the high- 
ly trained and experienced that the for- 
mer may get ‘practical’ experience for 
something supposed to be useful to him 
in time of war. True, we have devel- 
oped some excellent Army engineers at 
heavy public cost, but the supposed 
efficiency of the young engineers who 
are sent out on detail is a myth and it 
is time this superiority complex fetish 
is exploded. 

“During our entire history our rivers 
and harbors and flood-control program 
has suffered from lack of long-time 
planning and continuity of policy. Nec- 
essarily this must be so. The law does 
not permit a detail for more than four 
years. The average is about three 
years. This applies to the Corps of 
Engineers and its chief. Differences of 
opinion and policy of succeeding chiefs 
have not been conducive to either effi- 
ciency, speed, or economy. After an 
‘expenditure of more than a billion and 
a half, our inland waterways system is 
of little value to the country at large. 

“Would Speed Work 

“A public-works administration would 
bring about the much-needed continuity 
of policy and purpose. It would mean 
stability and constant pressure with a 
definite end in view. We think it is a 
safe conclusion that if this Government, 
in its early history, had created a pub- 
lic-works administration, cur inland 
waterways would long since have been 
open to traffic. As it has been, dis- 
tracting periods of war or public dis- 
turbance have retarded the work or 
suspended it almost entirely. With the 
Army Engineers on war duty there has 
been none responsible for carrying for- 
ward existing programs or planning fu- 
ture work. 

“Allege Lack of Training 

“The Corps of Engineers of the 
United States Army consist ef a small 
group of 560 professional military offi- 
cers. Only about 150 are assigned at 
any one time to public-work duties. Of 
this latter number an average of less 
than 107 have been assigned to river 
and harbor work from 1924 to 1931, in- 
elusive. As against this we have 1,000 
civil-service engineers engaged in 
rivers and harbors work. Many of 
these are highly trained technicians, 
thoroughly familiar with river prob- 
lems, but whose judgment may be in- 
terfered with and at times overturned 
by callow West Pointers. After all, the 
Corps of Engineers are fundamentally 
military officers, trained for military 
duty and not especially happy or fit 
for their civilian detail. It would be as 
well for our defense and better for our 
country, if, when engaged in a civilian

I dare say they would know 
more about rivers and harbors at the 
end of their detail than they do now. 
Where do these officers go for post- 


presided over by their kind? They do 
not. They take their instruction under 
civilians. ; 

“West Point and Annapolis are not 
engineering schools. They are military 
schools where some engineering is 
taught. Those desiring proficiency in 
construction engineering must look else- 
where for their training. Why, then, 
the superiority of the West Pointers? 
It simply does not exist. 

“Civilians Do Real Work 

“The fact is that at no time has the 
real job of improving rivers and har- 
bors been done by Army engineers. 
The men who are on the job year out 
and year in are civilian a With 
few exceptions, the technicians are 
civilians. So are the engineers who 
prepare the plans and specifications 





superior be under the domination of a 
military clique by far their inferior in 


work, they were under civilian control. 
“Not Sole Repository of Honor 

“The question of honesty and pa- 
triotic purpose is raised in their favor. 
We cheerfully grant it, but they do not 
have a monopoly of these excellent vir- 
tues. The Engineer Corps of the Navy 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, Bureau of 
Public Roads, Reclamation Service, Bu- 
reau of Mines, and Supervising Archi- 
tect of the Treasury have records that 
cast no shadows. Engineers are high- 
type men wherever found. 

“We agree that Army engineers 
should be used whenever it can be done 
without jeopardizing efficiency or in- 
jury to our national defense. If the 
public works administration were made 
to embrace all public construction and 
the Army engineers were detailed for 
work therein as provided in H. R. 6655 
they would find a much wider field of 
usefulness in civilian engineering work 
than is possible now. Roads, reclama- 
tion, and certain other types of con- 
struction offer a wide and useful field.

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Pursuit Group Training 
pumne the past two weeks the 
First Pursuit Group at Selfridge 
Field, Mich., after encountering many 
difficulties, has at last been able to be- 
gin its training as a group. Due to 
the restrictions on flying hours, in- 
clement weather, and lack of airplanes, 
practically no group training could be 
accomplished during the Winter 
months. With the coming of Spring 
and the influx of new airplanes, the 
group commander had long planned to 
start group training in earnest. Tech- 
and sudden, untimely and unexpected 
nical difficulties with the new P-6Es 
blizzards have further delayed the be- 
ginning of the program. 
In order to make the problems as 
interesting and instructive as possible, 
Maj. George H. Brett, commanding of- 
ficer of the post, has developed a sit- 
uation in which the opposing armies 
are battling over an area in the vi- 
cinity of Selfridge Field. The First 
Pursuit Group, of course, is a unit of 
the Air Force which is assigned to this 
sector of the problem. Major Brett, 
in addition to supplying the general 
situation, supplies the special situa- 
tion for each new problem. He acts 
as wing commander and transmits to 
Major Brower, commanding the First 
Pursuit Group, his orders for the day. 
Major Brett also issues orders for the 
enemy, when an enemy is used in the 
problem. 
Upon receipt of the wing order, 
usually about the middle of the morn- 
ing, Major Brower issues a group or- 
der either formally or by telephone, to 
the squadrons of the group. Some 
time immediately after lunch, depend- 
ing on the conditions of the problem, 
the units of the group take offff on 
their respective missions and during 
the daily problem fly and perform as 
& group a considerable portion of the 
time. 
On these problems the teachings of 
the Air Corps Tactical School in tac- 
tics and in types of formations, are 
being tried out in an endeavor to as- 
certain the merits of the prescribed 
formations and tactics, and how the 
teachings of the text may be applied to 
actual conditions in the air. It is need- 
less to say that this program has re- 
sulted in interesting and instructive 
problems, and the group personnel will 
gain much in their knowledge of group 
tactics from this training. 
Meteorological Work 

the post meteorological station at 
Selfridge Field performs a multitude 
of duties outside of routine work. It 
is an extremely efficient station and 
has the gdod will of all the surround- 
ing country as evidenced by some of 
the data it is called upon to furnish 
to the civilian industries over the State 
of Michigan. The immediate popula- 
tion surrounding the field and the city 
of Mt. Clemens make use of the sta- 
tion to answer their questions concern- 
fing the weather, and the Mount 
Clemens Daily Leader and some of the 
Detroit papers publish the Selfridge 
daily weather report and forecast. 

The water commission of Macomb 
County makes use of the velocity and 
wind direction statistics of the sta- 
tion to determine how the wind affects 
the water supply of Detroit and all 
cities bordering on the lake. The 
Michigan State Road Commission calls 
up the field weather station for weath- 
er forecasts and temperatures, to de- 
cide whether the atmospheric condi- 
tions are suitable for pouring con- 
crete. 

All telephone companies and _ the 
like, such as the Detroit Edison Com- 
pany and the Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company, ask for predictions as to 
storms. A storm evidently affects all 
electrical lines to a great extent, caus- 
ing increased resistance in the lines 
and the power plants and these differ- 
ent companies ask for the storm fore- 
casts to determine how much increase 
in power is necessary to keep up their 
standard service. 

Aerial Bombs, Time Fuzes 

Twenty thirty-pound aerial bombs, 
time fuzes, were recently delivered to 
Selfridge Field by Picatinny Arsenal 
for the purpose of running tests as to 
the efficiency of of powder train time 
fuzes in bombing aerial targets. The 
tests were run off under the direction 
of Maj. Gerald E. Brower, command- 
ing the First Pursuit Group, and Lt. 
Harry W. Miller, Selfridge Field Ord- 
nance officer. Valuable data was ob- 


tained not only on the efficiency of the 
fuzes tested, but on the problems in- 
herent in sighting and dropping bombs 





der different conditions of atmospheric 
pressure and temperature. 

Lt. J. S. Griffith, piloting a P-12D 
pursuit plane, dropped three bombs 
from an altitude of 2,000 feet on a 
target being towed at 1,000 feet. The 
fuzes functioned perfectly, no bomb 
exploding more than 40 feet above or 
below the target. Later tests were 
enducted at altitudes of 1,500 and 2,000 
feet, respectively, above the target, 
with the target towed at varying alti- 
tudes. Errors in fuze setting, altitude 
corrections, and judgment of the pilot 
in no case caused the bomb to burst 
more than 100 feet above or below the 
target, even though the P-12D was 
not equipped with any sort of bomb 
sight. 

Lens Set In Floor 

Tests were with Major Brower, 
Lieutenant Griffith and Lieutenant 
Wolf piloting, using not only the P-12 
but one of the new two-seater P-16 
pursuit ships. This latter was 
equipped with a lens set in the floor 
of the plane, so ground as to increase 
the field of view of the pilot through 
the floor of the ship. It was found 
somewhat difficult to pick up the 
small tow target through this lens, 
but once picked up, sighting was fa- 
cilitated. Both Lieutenants Griffith 
and Wolf are of the opinion that in 
actual service great accuracy against 
attack or bombardment formation tar- 
gets could be obtained by using this 
lens. Lieutenant Miller is now work- 
ing on an idea for a periscope arrange- 
ment so that the pilot can look straight 
ahead while doing his sighting, and 
thus be able to control his ship better, 
because the horizon is kept in view. 
Even with the inadequate facilities for 
sighting used in these tests, the de- 
flection error was never over 200 feet. 
In view of the fact that the fuzes 
have to be set on the ground and can- 
not be changed in the air, and since 
the time of burning changes with alti- 
tude, it was necessary to work out a 
system of correction to be worked out 
in the air, so that no matter at what 
altitude the target is encountered the 


roper distance. 
In his report to the Chief of Ordnance, 
presented such a system, which has 
proved in tests to be accurate. It is 
based on the fact that the time of 
burning of the fuze is a definite func- 
tion of the altitude from which the 
bomb is dropped. The pilot will know 
when he takes off that his fuzes are 
set for definite drop, say 2,000 feet, at 
a definite altitude, say 5,000 feet. 

his target is encountered at 10,000 feet, 
a simple table posted in the cockpit 
will tell him quickly just how much 
he must vary his altitude more or less 
than 2,000 feet above the target in 
order for the bomb to explode at the

Antidote for Gases 

(CONSIDERABLE comment has been 

aroused in Army circles over pub- 
lication of a dispatch from England 
saying that the chemical defense re- 
search department of the British War 
Office has discovered an effective anti- 
dote for all gases used in modern war- 
fare. 

The London Daily Express said that 
military volunteers risked their lives 
by walking in areas filled with deadly 
gases. They were affected, the news- 
paper said, but recovered immediately 
when the antidote was applied. 

Maj. W. R. Galwey, who died March 
6, was said to be the chief expert con- 
ducting the British experiments. The 
Express said he died without realizing 
success had been achieved, and that his 
death, said to have been due to pneu- 
monia, may have been a result of gas 
poisoning. 

Discovery of such an antidote would 
revolutionize chemical warfare. Many 
officers are skeptical, however, point- 
ing out that there are many varieties 
of lethal and toxic gases and that they 
affect humans in various ways. One 
antidote for all gases, they aver, would 
be comparable to one antidote for all 
the varous forms of poisons that may 
be taken internally. However, ‘they 
point out, nothing can be called im- 
possible and naturally any ideas along 








that line would be the starting point 
of extensive research.

Training Vessel Here 


THE training ship California State, 

commanded by Lt. Comdr. Emile 
Topp, USN, ret., superintendent of the 
State of California Nautical School, ar-

The ship is on a five months’ cruise.

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Navy League Statement 


UNDER the heading, “The Treasury 
Deficit and a Treaty Navy,” the 
Navy League of the United States is- 
sued a statement this week calling for 
building the Navy to treaty limits. 

In the statement, which was signed 
by President William Howard Gardiner 
of the League, Secretary Adams, Ad- 
miral Pratt and Rear Admiral Upham 
were quoted upon the need of new na- 
val construction. Extracts from the 
release follow: 

“On the score of the need of strength- 
ening the Navy, Secretary of the Navy 
Adams, in his Annual Report, trans- 
mitted to the President Nov. 15, 1931, 
said: ‘It should be borne in mind that 
many of the most experienced and far- 
seeing officers feel that amounts reas- 
onably in excess of those being annual- 
ly appropriated can be used advan- 
tageously—in fact, are essential to 
provide adequately for the Navy’s min- 
imum requirements within treaty lim- 
its. Especially is this the existing con- 
dition in view of the fact that the 
average expenditure for “Increase of 
the Navy” [new construction] and 
‘Major Alterations’ [modernization] 
have averaged only $43,572,000 during 
the nine fiscal years 1923-1931, inclu- 
sive, a sum which falls far short of 
providing for replacements and depre- 
ciation.’ 

“The press carried quoted state- 
ments by Adm. William V. Pratt Chief 
of Naval Operations, when he testified 
before the House Naval Committee on 
Jan. 18, 1932, as to our Navy that ‘It 
is falling apart.’ But, as this state- 
ment, although heard and independent- 
ly quoted in the press, at the time, does 
not appear in the printed report of his 
testimony, it may have been edited 
out. 

“Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, in his Annual 
Report for the fiscal year 1931, said: 
‘This reduction in the strength of our 
enlisted personnel and in the number 
of ships retained in commission was 
made after the ratification of the Lon- 
don Treaty and with the Navy still 
greatly under the strength permitted 
us by that treaty and inferior to ratios 
prescribed by the Washington and Lon- 
don treaties. This is serious impair- 
ment to the strength of the Navy as 
an arm of the national defense.’ * * * 

“There is no doubt that less money 
is being spent on the Navy, but the 
statement that the effectiveness of the 
Navy has not been impaired cannot be 
sustained. 

“It is the fleet afloat that has been 
hardest hit. Expenditures on construc- 
tion have actually grown slightly but 
in no way to make good the neglect of 
the past ten years. * * * 

“A wise policy might have taken 
eare of auxiliary types in preparation 
for capital ship replacements that fall 
due beginning in 1937, for counting 
capital ships in our averages, the ac- 
cumulated deficit is $520,000,000. 

“There is little wonder that our aux- 
iliary strength is less than 70 per cent 
of treaty quota. Including vessels 
building and under-age vessels built 
in the present American strength, the 
United States is still short of a treaty 
Navy 43,700 tons of aircraft carriers, 
30,000 tons of large gun cruisers; 73,- 
000 tons of small cruisers and 61,050 
tons of under-age destroyers. * * * 

“The material condition of the fleet 
is unquestionably below what it was 
a year ago. To cite but one example, 
100 destroyers went ‘over-age’ and only 
five replacements were provided for 
during the calendar year 1931. * * * 

“The foregoing may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

“1, Statesmen who negotiated the na- 
val limitation treaties counseled a 
‘Treaty Navy’ as the best safeguard of 
peace and have stated that, failing a 
‘Treaty Navy,’ we would have no stand- 
ing at future conferences. 

“2. We have not maintained a ‘Treaty 
Navy.’ We have less than 70 per cent 
in under-age auxiliaries. This 70 per 
cent is dwindling while others are 
building up their fleets. 

“3. Replacements during the past ten 
years were at merely about half the 
rate required on the average. 

“4. Virtually nothing has been done 
by the Hoover Administration to re- 
place vessels that have sone over-age 
and are going over-age. 

“5. Vessels ordered by Congress for 
the current year will not be laid and 
no provision is made for them in the 
budget for 1933. 

“6. Personnel has been reduced, many 








vessels taken out of commission and 
broken up, and many others put in ree 
duced commission. 

“7, Moneys appropriated by Cone 
gress for specified expenditures on the 
Navy have not been spent. 

“8. Thus in money expenditures, in 
ships and in men, the Navy has been 
restricted and reduced so that, in ef. 
fect, it is being starved into inade. 
quacy. 

“9. Former President Coolidge, 
toward the close of his five and a half 
years in the White House, passed on 
to Mr. Hoover the doctrine that we 
need more warships than any other 
power; but Mr. Hoover stated, on Navy 
Day last, what amounts to a coast de. 
fense military policy and alleged that 
our Navy is now adequate for that~ 
although it is barely stronger than that 
of the Japanese and quite inferior to 
that of the British. 

“10. The Vinson Bill, calling for $18, 
000,000 in new construction in 1933, 
is frowned upon by Mr. Hoover and 
by some members of Congress. Yet 
over $1,000,000,000 in emergency relief 
works or loans are approved by him 
and Congress, and an additional $1,- 
000,000,000 is being considered serious 
ly by Congress. 

“11. While the Vinson Bill calls for 
a total of $616,000,000 over a period of 
ten years, it is designed eventually to 
bring the American Navy up to Treaty 
strength. ‘That,’ in the words of Mr. 
Hughes, ‘is the way to peace and 
security.’ 

“12. If we can afford $1,000,000,000 
for relief works, we can surely set 
aside $18,000,000—90 per cent of which 
would go to labor—for ‘peace and

security’.

RESIDENT HOOVER'S PARTICIPATION in the celebration of Army Day 

was emphatic proof of the keen interest which the Chief Executive has in 
the Military Service. Moreover, it was formal recognition of an anniversary 
the establishment of which has been bitterly opposed by pacifists. The Senate, 
upon the motion of Senator Reed, likewise participated in the celebration, taking 
a recess in order to give its members an opportunity to review the parade. The 
suggestion of Senator Norris, in opposing the recess, that such recess would be, 
in fact, a glorification of American entrance into the World War, and, therefore, 
of war, shows a strange misunderstanding of the psychology of the Army and 
Navy. _Mr. Norris should realize that the Services are as much opposed to war 
as he is, and that their only difference is in the method of prevention. The 
Army and Navy know that the way to avoid war is to be prepared—China offers 
a stern lesson in this respect: We commend history, past and current, to the 
— attention, and urge him to apply its teachings to our existing 
situation. 





G@PEAKER GARNER AND REPRESENTATIVES BYRNS, Collins, Ayres and 

French, likewise should be impressed not only by their understanding of past 
events but by the National sentiment which prevails relative to the Services. 
From one end of the Nation to the other, by parades, in which Regulars and 
their components, Legionnaires, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and other civilians 
participated, by _banquets and by speeches broadcast everywhere, expression 
was given by citizens to their regard for the Army and their realization of its 
need as an efficient and effective instrument for National Defense. It is appar- 
ent that there is a deep rooted sentiment throughout the land in behalf of 
adequate military and naval forces to protect the Nation from invasion and to 
defend and promote its interests throughout the world. ° 





WE WOULD LIKE THE NATION to understand that the Services are trained 

not only as soldiers and sailors but as citizens, and that they are as deeply 
concerned with its prosperity in time of peace as they are with its protection in 
time of war. General Pershing is their ideal in this respect. He showed by the 
stern test of leadership in war how thoroughly he absorbed the lessons of mili- 
tary history and applied them, with what intelligence and discernment he organ- 
ized and fought troops in battle, and with what ability he seized and maintained 
the initiative. Now in time of peace, he is manifesting as keen an interest and 
understanding in the problems of the country. For example, after he reviewed 
the Army Day Parade in New York, he received the Selective Service Group, an 
organization made up of able advertising men under the leadership of Lt. Col. 
W. H. Rankin, O. R. C. Appreciating their calling, he discussed with them the 
idea of an advertising campaign to induce greater eating of wheat products, and 
use of cotton, so as to increase the return to the farmer through greater con- 
sumption and to get rid of the enormous stocks owned by the Government. The 
interest of the Army is further emphasized by its plans for industrial mobiliza- 
tion, and that necessitates promotion of the interests of all our industries. 
However, the Army, and the Navy as well, cannot give their best thought to the 
problems of the Nation unless guarded against the fear of removal or supported 


by adequate pay. 





WE FORESEE MORE HARM than good in its influence on public opinion in 

the further attack upon President Hoover made by President Gardner, of the 
Navy League. No one will believe, for example, that President Hoover delib- 
erately is seeking to keep the American Navy inferior in strength to that of 
Great Britain. No one will credit the inference that the President was responsi- 
ble for the huge expenditures under the bonus act, which, added to others 
prevent the Navy from receiving the appropriations which its needs require. 
The country knows the President opposed the bonus and is continuing his 
opposition to it, and will veto any bill therefor which may be passed by Congress. 
In considering the budget bill for the Service, the President took into account 
the condition of the Treasury and the terrific public sentiment for reductions 
in Government expenses, which has found expression in the two Houses. His 
difficulty now is in inducing Congress to grant the sums he recommended. We 
understand he has taken a strong stand in this respect, and is demanding budget 
adoption. The President also is demonstrating to the world at Geneva that the 
United States favors actual disarmament, and if that Conference fails to reach 
an agreement of value, which seems likely, there js reason to believe he will 
recommend in his next annual message a building program which will enable 
American equality upon the seas. In view of the above facts, it would seem that 
Mr. Gardner would serve the cause in which he is enlisted more satisfactorily 
and more effectively if he would abandon diatribe and hold to the truths that are 


obvious to any thinking citizen. 





WHILE TALK PERSISTS of reduction in the commissioned personnel of the 
Army there is less talk in connection with such action for the Navy— 
Congress is considering steps which will increase their responsibilities. The 
bill overwhelmingly passed the House this week for the freedom of the Philip- 
pines, contains a provision for the reservation and maintenance of military and 
naval stations in the Islands. It is altogether likely that any bill passed by the 
Senate will contain a like provision. At present, such stations exist, but as the 
American Flag flies throughout the territory no questions of sovereignty arise. 
If the Philippines should be granted freedom, there would be difficulties and 
controversies, and the protection of the stations would be of great concern to 
their commanders. In any case, larger Marine Guards and an increase in the 
number of troops would be absolutely necessary. It is suggested that Congress 
should take this fact into consideration, and when assuming for all time this 
obligation, which carries with it an obligation to protect the Islands from the 
mented re a Foreign Power, make provision for the larger forces which would

Blanton Attacks Retired Pay—Representative Thomas L. Banlton (Democrat), of

or Marine Corps) shall be retired who is under the age of 65 years, unless he is 
mentally or physically incapacitated to perform his duties.” Further provisions 
of the bill cut retired pay to one-half of its present amount and prohibits any 
retired pay during private employment paying as much as $2,500 a year and also 
prohibits retired officers from accepting employment and fees from newspapers, 
magazines, or radio services. Mr. Blanton also would repeal the Disabled 
Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act. 

The first 32 pages of the bill is a tirade against retired officers (regular 
and emergency) who draw retired pay and in addition hold positions that pay 
them other salaries. The bulk of the words are aimed at William Wolff Smith, 
General Counsel of the Veterans Bureau, whom the bill specifically would dis- 
charge. 

Blanton specifically mentions the following retired officers of the Regular 
Army: Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, chairman of the Board, Radio Corporation 
of America; Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Crosby, Commissioner of the District of Co- 
lumbia; Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, public utility commissioner; Brig. Gen. 
Pelham D. Glassford, superintendent of police in Washington; Maj. John C. 
Gotwals, Engineer Commissioner, District of Columbia; Maj. Donald A. Davidson, 
Maj. Holland L. Robb, and Capt. Hugh P. Oram, assistant to Major Gotwals. The 
latter four officers draw only one salary, nevertheless, Blanton says they get free 
medical and dental treatment. 

The bill was referred to the Committee on Military Affairs of which Repre- 
sentative John J. McSwain, of oe Ss. C. ip chairman. 
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Service is called upon to handle. During the severe storm which swepf the 
Atlantic Coast, March 6-11, 1932, several large vessels were in distress as well 
as numerous small craft.

The come 
munication system appears to have handled this traffic rapidly and efficiently, 
However, it is urged by Coast Guard Headquarters that prompt steps be taken 
wherever necessary to correct deficiencies noted in order that similar traffic may 
be handled even more expeditiously in the future.

Reserve Offcer-Explorer to Duty with Signal Corps in Washington—Capt. Barnett 
Harris, ORC, well known scientist, explorer, and big-game hunter, is spending 
the period April 3 to 16 in Washington, on active duty in the Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer, United Sattes Army. A native of Indiana and a veteran of the 
World War, he has zig-zagged his way twice around the world, recording in 
motion pictures wild life of the jungles and such wonders as the violent eruption 
ef the voleano Sakurajima, which destroyed 26 villages in southern Japan. He 
has likewise recorded such scientific subjects as the mosquito, toad, wasp and 
butterfly, showing their life cycles. Captain Harris is the inventor of the 
“Mercy Bullet,” a scientifically built dart, containing an anaesthetic. Fired from 
a gun, this bullet does not injure the animal which it strikes, but causes it to 
fall into a deep sleep, which allows capture with no bad effects. 

While on duty in Washington, Captain Harris is assigned to duty with the 
Army Pictorial Service to assist in the making of training films for the United 
States Army.

Air Superiority in Spite of Congress—Quoting from “Brassey’s Naval and Ship- 
ping Annual, 1932,” in which the British publication states that “the United 
States Naval Air Service has now become by far the largest in the world, with 
a flying personnel twice as numerous as the next largest—that of Japan,” Rear 
Adm. W. A. Moffett, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, warns that al- 
though we do have more planes and personnel with the Fleet than any other 
Navy, we are far behind in aircraft carriers. In the current issue of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics News Letter extracts from Brassey’s regarding the U. S. Naval 
Air Forces are reprinted, together with a statement by Admiral Moffett pointing 
out our inferiority and stating that our superiority in respect to planes and 
personnel has been due simply to the Navy Department’s actions and despite 
the failure of Congress to provide for new construction. 

Admiral Moffett’s statement follows: 

“In connection with the excerpts from ‘Brassey’s Naval and Shipping An- 
nual, 1932,’ attached hereto, we should not overlook that while we do lead in 
Naval aviation today, that is to say, we have more planes and personnel with 
the Fleet than any other Navy, I would like to point out that we are still far 
behind in our quota of aircraft carriers allowed under the Washington Treaty, 
as compared with Great Britain and Japan. We have only two modern aircraft 
carriers in commission and one modern aircraft carrier building, a total of three, 
whereas we are entitled to six under the treaty. Great Britain has six aircraft 
carriers and Japan has four, the full tonnage allowed under the London Treaty. 

“We are also entitled to 8 flying deck cruisers, carrying 36 airplanes each, 
not one of which has ever been authorized. You will thus see that we should 
not delude ourselves and pat ourselves on the back overmuch. The fact that 
we do lead all nations in Naval Aviation is simply due to the fact that the 
Navy has done the best it could with what it had and despite the failure of Cons 
gress to build the Navy up to the London Treaty allowances.”

Eligibility for Death Gratuity—The Secretary of the Navy in a recent bulletin 
to the Service has ruled that half-brothers and half-sisters may receive death 
gratuities under the same circumstances as may brothers and sisters of Naval 
personnel. The ruling follows: 

“Held, that the terms ‘sister’ and-or ‘brother’ as used in the first proviso 
of the Act of May 22, 1928 (45 Stat. 710; 34 U. S. C., Supp. V., sec. 943), amend- 
ing and re-enacting the Act of June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 824), so as to provide that 
payment of the six months’ death gratuity may be made to ‘any grandparent, 
parent, sister, or brother shown to have been actually dependent upon’ any of- 
ficer, enlisted man, or nurse on active duty whose death resulted from wounds 
or disease not due to his or her own misconduct, ‘if there be no widow, child, 
or previously designated dependent relative,’ include minor sisters and-or minor 
brothers of the half blood, who should accordingly be considered as sisters and 
brothers within the meaning of those terms as used in the said act of May 22, 
1928, for the purpose of payment of the six months’ death gratuity.”

Activities of Navy and Marine Bands—aAs a result of protests of civilian musi- 
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music, the Secretary of the Navy has laid down rules governing the performances 
of Navy and Marine bands, follows: 

Held, that the following activities of bands in the Navy and Marine Corps, 
including the Marine Band, are not contrary to law in any case where their per- 
formance is given without remuneration: 

“(a) Radio broadcasting of regular band concerts performed at routine 
times on Naval stations when the privilege of broadcasting is made available to 
all responsible broadcasters at no cost and under agreement that the broadcast 
will not be used in connection with any advertising. 

“(b) Performance of Navy or Marine Bands at a meeting or banquet at 
which the President, Vice President, or Secretary of the Navy is a guest—such as 

(1) National Rotary conventions. 
(2) National Advertisers banquet. 

“(c) Performance of the Marine Band at the annual Gridiron dinner attended 
by the President as a member of the Gridiron Club. 

“(d) Performance of Navy or Marine Band at— 

(1) Civil Service Employees Annual Dance. 
(2) Naval and Marine officers’ annual series of dances.

Sea Duty for Engineering Duty Only Officers—The Secretary of the Navy has 
ruled as follows as to sea duty for officers on engineering duty only (ordnance): 

“Under existing statutes and decisions the following restrictions, and no 
others, affect the type of sea duty which may be performéd by officers who have 
been designated for engineering duty only (ordnance): 

“(a) If above the rank of lieutenant commander, they may not be assigned 
to any sea duty except upon their own request, and then only as fleet or squadron 
engineers or as engineer officers of ships; 

“(b) If below the rank of commander, they are legally available for any sea 
duty such as is performed by engineers in the Navy, regardless of the fact that 
they may have specialized in a particular branch of engineering, but they are 
not available for any other sea duty. 

“(c) In no case may any officer while assigned to engineering duty only be 
ordered to duty as commanding officer or executive officer of a ship, or succeed 
to command or to the duties of executive officer at sea, or perform line duties 
at sea other than such as are performed by engineers in the Navy. This, of 
course, does not preclude their assignment to duty in connection with Naval 
courts and boards or to other general duties which may be outside the line of 
their profession as engineers but which are of such a nature as have been and 
may be required generally of commissioned officers of the Navy, including 
engineers, in accordance with regulations and established customs of the 
Service.”

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Philippine Independence—After only @ short discussion on the floor, the House 
of Representatives on April 4 passed and sent to the Senate the Hare bill | 
(HR 7233) granting independence to the Philippine Islands. Under the measure 
independence would follow an eight-year transition period. A two-thirds vote 
was necessary because the bill was passed under a motion to suspend the rules 
which also prevented the offering of amendments. 

The bill provides that pending the final and complete withdrawal of the 
sovereignty of the United States over the Islands “The Philippine Islands rec- 
ognizes the right of the United States to expropriate property for public uses, 
to maintain military and other reservations and armed forces in the Philippines 
and, upon order of the President, to call into the Service of such armed forces 
all military forces organized by the Philippine government.” 

In providing for the final recognition of independence and withdrawal of 
American sovereignty the bill states: 4 

“On the 4th day of July immediately following the expiration of a period 
of eight years from the date of the inauguration of the new government under 
the constitution provided for in this Act, the President of the United States shall 
withdraw and surrender all right of possession, supervision, jurisdiction, control, 
or sovereignty then existing and exercised by the United States in and over 
the territory and people of the Philippine Islands, including all military and 
other reservations of the Government of the United States in the Philippines and, 
en behalf of the United States, shall recognize the independence of the Philippine 
Islands as a separate and self-governing nation and acknowledge the authority 
and control over the same of the government instituted by the people thereof, 
under the constitution then in force: Provided, That the constitution of the com- 
monwealth of the Philippine Islands has been previously amended to include 
the following provisions: * * * That the government of the Philippine Islands will 
cede or grant to the United States land necessary for commercial base, coaling 
or naval stations at certain specified points, to be agreed upon with the President 
of the United States not later than two years after his proclamation recognizing 
the independence of the Philippine Islands.”

Reserve Flyers to Train 


Baltimore—Fifty Air Corps Reserve 
officers of the Third Corps Area will 
undergo two weeks of active duty train- 
ing with Regular Air Corps units at 
Langley Field, Va., this year under 
the Summer training program prepared 
at corps area headquarters.

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National Aircraft Show 


PeATURING a new type of aircraft, 

an airship fighter built by the 
Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Company 
for Navy dirigibles, America’s newest 
and best in aviation has been on dis- 
play at the 1932 National Aircraft 
show held in Detroit this week. 

Including the new Curtiss plane, the 
Army and Navy displayed seven fight- 
ing planes of the latest type. Although 
no radical changes marked the more 
than 50 planes on exhibit, reduced 
prices for small private ships and nu- 
merous improvements in design and 
motors drew attention from air-minded 
spectators. Elaborate color schemes 
prevailed in all displays. 

Manufacturers of accessories present- 
ing all the auxiliary needs of the in- 
dustry from goggles to flying maps 
filled 90 booths in the hangars. 

The show, sponsored by the Aeronau- 
tical Chamber of Commerce, began last 
Saturday and closes tomorrow. Nearly 
a score of engineering and aviation so- 
cieties are meeting in connection with 
the event. 

Besides the airship fighter, another 
new type Navy plane of interest is an 
observation plane powered with a two- 
row radial air-cooled engine of 625 
horse-power, the latest-developed air- 
craft engine fostered by the Navy. 

The new observation plane for ship- 
board use will be of interest chiefly 
for its two-row radial air-cooled en- 
gine, a radical change from the con- 
ventional single-row radial engine, and 
a development of two years’ effort on 
the part of the Navy Department and 
commercial aircraft companies. The 
new engine has a specific weight of 
1.33 Ibs. per horsepower, and although 
further analyses and tests must be 
carried out, it is believed that the new 
engine will insure greater smoothness, 
less frontal area, better vision for the 
pilot, sufficient power, and better re- 
liability and durability than that of 
current types. 

The aiarship fighter is only 19 feet 
long, has a wing span of 25 feet 6 
inches, a top speed of approximately 
180 miles per hour and can climb 1,800 
feet per minute. It was designed to 
be the smallest airplane which could 
be built around a compact 420 horse- 
power motor, with pilot and required 
military equipment on board. 

Structurally, the most outstanding 
feature of the airship fighter is the 
metal monocoque fuselage. The skin 
is formed by dural sheets riveted to- 
gether and braced internally by dual 
bulkheads and longitudinal members. 
The fighter is a biplane with wings of 
the gull type, fairing directly into the 
fuselage. Spars are of tubular con- 
struction, ribs are stamped dural, and 
the wings are covered with fabric. The 
ailerons are on the upper wing only. 
Tail surfaces are metal-covered, and 
faired into the fuselage. Tail skid is 
of the full swivel-wheel type. The 
landing gear is of the single-strut 
split-axle type, with spats over the 
wheels, which are equipped with’ 
brakes. The 420-horsepower motor is 
enclosed with an anti-drag ring, and is 
of the same type used by Capt. Frank 
Hawks in his record-breaking flights. 

The Navy has been experimenting 
for a number of years with various de- 
vices for dropping and picking up 
planes from airships and the lessons 
leai.ed from these experiments were 
applied to the apparatus installed in 
the USS Los Angeles, which with her 
timited capacity, has demonstrated on 
a number of occasions the feasibility 
cf operating airplanes in connection 
with airships. In the USS Akron, in- 
creased provisions for the operation of 
airplanes have been incorporated. 
Within the ship itself a hangar has 
been built for the stowage and main- 
tenance of planes. The gear for hook- 
mg on, hoisting, and releasing planes 
consists of a lattice-work structure ex- 
tending below the keel of the airship 
and carrying at its lower end a bar 
which engages with an overhead hook 
of the airplane. The pilot maneuvers 
his plane from below and abaft this 
structure and endeavors to thread the 
hook on the bar.

Bers. GEN. EDWARD §. GODFREY, 
USA-ret., died at Cookstown, N. J., 
April 1, at the age of 88. 

General Godfrey spent more than a 
third of a century in the service of his 
country. Besides taking an active part 
in the contests which wrested the West 
from the red men, he saw active ser- 
vice in the Civil War and in the Philip- 
pine and Cuban campaigns. 

Born in Kalida, Putnam County, 
Ohio, Oct. 9, 1843, General Godfrey’s 
military career began when he was 17 
years of age. His father could not dis- 
suade him from answering Lincoln’s 
first call for volunteers, but he exacted 
a promise that his son return to school 
after his first enlistment of three 
months. The promise was kept, but in 
1863 he won an appointment to West 
Point. 

At his graduation as president of his 
class, he was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the Seventh Cavalry. He 
became a captain soon after the mas- 
sacre at the Little Big Horn and had 
advanced to the grade of colonel by the 
time of the Spanish-American War. He 
then received command of the Ninth 
Cavalry, a negro regiment, which he 
led in the Philippines and in Cuba. 

An officer of the Seventh Cavalry in 
the days when the West was won, God- 
frey rode the plains for 12 years fight- 
ing Indians almost continually. 

General Godfrey received the Medal 

of Honor for conspicuous gallantry 
when, as a captain, he led his troop in 
action in the Bear Paw Mountains, 
Idaho, against the famous Chief Jo- 
seph of the Nez Perces on Sept. 30, 
1877. : 
General Godfrey was instructor of 
Cavalry tactics at West Point from 
1879 to 1883 and a pioneer in modern 
Army equitation. He was for a time 
commander of Ft. Riley, Kans., and of 
the school of application for Cavalry 
and Field Artillery. 

He retired as a brigadier general in 
1907. 

Funeral services were held at the Ft. 
Myer Chapel, Tuesday, April 5. Inter- 
ment was in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery with full military honors.

Tt AN informal meeting in New 
A York, Saturday evening, April 2, 
General John J. Pershing conferred 
with several members of the Selective 

‘ gervice Advertising Group of the War 
Department, at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. Those present were Lt. Col. 
William H. Rankin, president of the 
advertising firm of Willlam H. Rankin 
Company, chairman of the Selective 
Service Group; Lt. Col. Carl Byoir, 
president of Carl Byoir & Associates, 
vice chairman; Lt. Col. George F. Mc- 
Clelland, vice president and general 
manager of the National Broadcasting 
Company, and Maj. Louis C. Pedlar, 
president of the Louis C. Pedlar Corp., 
also members of the Selective Service 
Group. 

Lieutenant Colonel Rankin reported 
to General Pershing the progress and 
service of the Selective Service Group 
during the past year, and outlined the 
basis on which each of the 16 men com- 
prising the group had been selected for 
service. 

Lieutenant Colonel Byoir, director of 
the organization in the re-employment 
drive, reported to General Pershing 
that, since the campaign opened on 
Feb. 15, 400,429 men have been put 
back to work directly through the ef- 
forts of the American Legion, the As- 
sociation of National Advertisers and 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
that by May 1, the goal of 1,000,000 
jobs would be reached.

Emergency Officer Bill 


AMERICAN Legion opposition to the 

amended King bill, reducing the 
number of emergency officers drawing 
retirement pay by about 3,000, was 
voiced at hearings Thursday, April 7, 
before the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee. 

The committee favorably reported 
the bill a week ago, but after teegrams 
protesting that no hearings were held 
were received from all sections of the 
country, Senator Reed asked the Sen- 
ate Monday to have it recommitted.

Witnesses cited deserving cases that 
would be deprived of compensation un- 
der the King bill. They generally ap- 
proved of extending the benefits to 

) provisional officers, as provided in the 
| amended bill. 

Hearings will be continued Wednes- 
day morning at 10:30 o’clock, when 
veterans’ administration officials, who 
approve of the bill, will be heard. 

Senator Reed had reported favorably 
on Monday, March 28, the bill, S. 3769, 
introduced by Senator King, of Utah. 
In its report the committee explained 
that “the purpose of this bill is to clar- 
ify and amend the emergency officers’ 
Retirement Act so as to make it con- 
form to what the committee under- 
stands was the original intent of Con- 
gress when the measure was enacted.” 

The committee added a new section 
to the bill entitling the provisional of- 
ficers to the same benefits as the emer- 
gency officers as follows; “Officers who 
served between April 6, 1917, and No- 
vember 11, 1918, under provisional 
commissions in the Regular Army shall 
be entitled to the benefits of the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retirement Act, enacted 
May 24, 1928, as hereby amended, if 
otherwise entitled.” -The committee ex- 
plained that this provision was inserted 
because “these provisional officers of 
the Regular Army were to all intents 
and purposes temporary officers, and 
| the committee feels that they should 
be entitled to the same benefits as other 
emergency officers.” 
| One effect of the bill as amended 
; would be to require 90 days’ service 
during the World War between April 
6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, thus placing 
the beneficiaries of this act upon the 
| same basis as to length of service as 
now required in the pension and other 
similar laws. 

The King bill would reduce the num- 
ber of cases retired with pay from 
6,451 to approximately 3,400, Veterans’ 
Administrator Frank T. Hines pre- 
viously informed Senator David A. 
Reed, chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs. 

The statement was made in a letter 
from the Administrator read at hear- 
ings on the measure. General Hines 
estimated that savings under the bill 
would reach ‘approximately $3,175,000 
a year. 

“The changes in existing law which 


acted into law would result in a marked 
reduction in the present list of former 
emergency officers retired with pay,” 


“The obvious intention is to amend 
the Emergency Officers’ Retirement 


pretations of existing law established 
by opinions of the Attorney General 
may be latered to conform with what 
probably was the original intention and 
to make such other clarifications or 
modifications as are deemed necessary.” 

The Veterans’ Administrator suggest- 
ed that provisions of the bill which 
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11, 1918, “may work injustice in meri- 
toric = cases.” 

“As an example,” he said, “a veteran 
who served less than six months before 
Nov. 11, 1918, but who. was severely 
wounded in battle and whose claim oth- 
erwise meets the requirements of law, 
would be denied the benefits of retire- 
ment.” 

Also, Gen. Hines pointed out, in the 
same section of the bill, the language 
“made of record by the military or na- 
val authorities of the United States” 
would result in denial of these benefits 
in some cases where the official record 
was not made or was lost or destroyed 
and satisfactory evidence has been fur- 
nished the Administration to definitely 
establish that a disease was actually 
contracted or an injury was suffered as 
a result of and directly attributable to 
war service, as required by the bill.

A-40867. (S) Rations—Furlough—

Federal ship construction loans has | 


given the Pacific, for the first time in 
history, passenger luxuriousness com- 
parable to that of the Atlantic, al- 
though in size the Atlantic-European 
liners retain their lead. 

Since the Dollar Line inaugurated 
two $8,000,000 lines in Oriental service, 
the President Hoover and President 
Coolidge, two additional $8,000,000 
ships, the Mariposa and Monterey, have 
been christened by the Matson Line. A 
third sister ship, the Lurline, will be 
turned out soon to enge#ge in Panama 
Canal, Hawaii, or South Seas service. 

Supplementing three $7,000,000 ships, 
the California, Virginia, and Pennsyl- 
vania, placed in the intercoastal service 
in 1928 and 1929, four $5,000,000 pas- 
senger and freight liners have been pro- 
jected by the Grace Lines. 

The first of these, the Santa Rosa, 
was christened a few days ago and

Lucia and Santa Paula, will be com- 
missioned soon. These will engage in 
passenger and freight trade between 
California and New York by way of 
Mexico, Central America, the Canal, 
Colombia and Havana. 

The South and Central American 
West Coast service has felt an equal 
stirring for greater luxuriousness and, 
in the case of the United Fruit Co. Line, 
orders resulted for three new $3,500,000 
ships to steam between the Americas 
on Pacific trade lanes. 

The Talmanaca entered service last 
January and two sister ships, the Chir- 
iqui and the Antigua, each of 12,000 
tons ,will be put in service within a 
few days.

AFTER making new lows the market 

rallied moderately late Monday, 
April 4. The immediate reason for the 
rally, says a morning stock letter of 
E. A. Pierce and Company, was the 
Washington dispatch to the effect that 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora. 
tion, while its authority lasted, would 
permit no major railroad receiverships, 
Recent news dispatches citing an ap. 
parent disagreement between the Re. 
construction Finance Corporation and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
over the question of making loans to 
railroads to pay off bank loans, coupled 
with the bill introduced in the Senate 
last week by Senator Couzens provid. 
ing that the Interstate Commerce Com. 
mission be given superseding power te 
pass on railroad loans, naturally had 
aroused fear lest several roads would 
be plunged into acute financial diffi. 
culties in the near future. 

This fear was reflected in renewed 
liquidation in secondary rail bonds and 
the highly unsettled state of this di- 
vision of the bond market last week 
was a factor which had an effect upon 
the stock market. Immediately after 
the news dispatch from Washington 
appeared Monday secondary rail bonds 
enjoyed a sharp rally, thus testifying 
to the reasons which had contributed 
importantly to the liquidation of last 
week. 

A rally such as that of Monday aft- 
ernoon in itself cannot be considered 
convincing and perhaps the most that 
can be expected at the present time is 
price stability, particularly as in the 
near future the income statements for 
the first quarter of the year will be- 
gin to make their appearance. Even 
though the worst is generally expected 
there will be a natural inclination to 
restrict activities pending the oppor- 
tunity to analyze and measure actual 
figures.

| “BPALANCE the budget, but stop mak- 

ing a political football of the Army 
and the Navy and their essential aux- 
iliaries, the National Rifle Matches and 
the civilian rifle clubs,” C. B. Lister, 
secretary-treasurer of the National 
Rifle Association, cautions. 

Pointing out that appropriations di- 
rectly for national defense amount only

Economy 
should, of course, be put in effect in 
all departments but we should not con- 
done the breaking down of national 
defense under the guise of economy. 
It is time that the people of the Unit- 
ed States awoke to a realization of

THE SHEPPARD BILL 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
A FEW weeks ago I was quite elated 

to read the provisions of the bill, 
S-3415, introduced by Senator Shep- 
pard, of Texas. It seemed as though

by promotion to the grade of general officer. 
Our success in these operations was in large 
part due to the ability, loyalty, devotion to 
duty, and self-sacrifice of these officers. 
policy was at one time in force which provided 
for the promotion of deserving older officers to 
the grade of brigadier or major general a short 
time before their retirement. It is believed that 
this policy is reasonable and just and that it 
should be resumed in time of peace. * * * 

What more could be asked? Sena- 
tor Sheppard’s bill provided for this 
very thing. Having in mind the fact 
that Senator Sheppard’s statistics cov- 
ered only those now on the active list, 
I turned to the retired list as published 
in the Army Register of 1930, and

This looked like a distinguished 
group of officers to me, with a third 
of each group decorated and cited in 
official orders and now these officers 
would receive the promotion that 
should have accompanied the award of 
decorations. It would be a rectifica- 
tion of the neglect of the retired of- 
ficers who were recalled for war serv- 
ice. The officers listed in that group 
are in the ranks ond from second lieu- 
tenant to lieutenant colonel. 

Then came the War Department re- 
port about broad and indiscriminate 
award so all inclusive as to carry “lit- 
tle distinction”. (It would appear to 
carry little distinction to those so 
fortunate as to have attained a higher 
rank than that provided in the bill). 
That the War Department favored the 
Act of June 21, 1930—(after having 
heartily opposed it.) 

That its adoption is believed to ren- 
der unnecessary, for the present, at 
least, any further general provisions 
for advancement on retirement. 

This may be an unfortunate way of 
phrasing but it seems like advice to 
Congress to delay until @ sufficient 
number of the older officers who car- 
ried the burden of responsibility “pass 
on,” then to reward the younger of- 
ficers who survive. In that way it 


; won’t be so “broad and indiscriminate.” 


The one bright spot in the report is 
the statement that the War Depart- 
ment still appreciates the service which 
these efficers rendered to the Nation. 
It should have gone a little further and 
have assured .these officers that it 
would cheerfully amend their records 
some time in the future to show that 
they died in the next higher rank, as 





Cancel Reserve Cruises 


(pEDERS have been issued by the 

_Navy Department discontinuing 
training cruises and other training duty 
for the Naval Reserve during the fiscal 
year commencing July 1, 1932, except 
for members of the aviation branch, 
who will be permitted to perform train- 
ing duty as in previous years. 





At the same time the Department | 
has issued instructions to decommis- | 
sion about Sept. 1, 1932, five old ships . 


which have been used for training Na- 
val Reservists on the Great Lakes. Re- 
servists from the Great Lakes region 
will, after the next year, be trained in 
vessels of the Fleet. 

The approximate saving for the fis- 
eal year during which training duty 
will be discontinued will be $516,000. A 
net saving of approximately $36,000 a 
year and at the same time an increase 
in efficiency will be effected by train- 
ing Naval Reservists of the Great 
Lakes’ region in vessels of the Fleet, 
instead of on the Lakes, as heretofore. 

The Department’s action in connec- 
tion with Reservists’ training during 
the fiscal year 1933 was taken in order 
to effect economies at a time when 
there was a lack of cruising facilities 
on the East Coast for all Reserve or- 
ganizations contiguous thereto. In 
view of the fact that all Naval Re- 
serve organizations could not be given 
training duty, it was felt that the slow- 
ing down of progress in mobilization 
efficiency of the Naval Reserve would 
not be affected seriously, provided all 
organizations could resume their 
cruises during the following year and 
thereafter. 

The five ships to be decommissioned 
on the Great Lakes are the USS Pa- 
ducah, Dubuque and Wilmington, old 
gunboats; USS Hawk, old converted 
yacht; and USS Wilmette, old training 
ship. All are of obsolete design, and, 
due to their age, the expense of main- 
taining them is rapidly mounting. The 
five ships will be available this Sum- 
mer for short week-end cruises on a 
voluntary basis.

Sgt. Orville B. Simmons, USMC, and 
the Distinguished Flying Cross to 1st 
Lt. Herbert P. Becker, USMC, and St. 
Sgt. Gordon W. Heritage, USMC, for 
distinguished service as members of a 
two plane patrol which aperated 
against a large group of bandits in the 
vicinity of Saclin, Nicaragua, on July 
22, 1932. : 

The citation which accompanied the 
Navy Cross awarded to Sergeant Sim- 
mons was: 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession as an aviator at- 
tached to Aircraft Squadrons, Second 
Marine Brigade, operating in the Re- 
public of Nicaragua. On July 22, 1931, 
while acting as an observer in an 
aerial patrol on the Coco River in the 
vicinity of Saclin, he displayed such 
coolness, aggressiveness and acc@racy 
in the handling of a Thompson sub- 
machine gun against a large group of 
bandits and against heavy machine gun 


fire from the ground, during which 
his plane was hit at least sixteen times, 
that several bandits were killed and 
the machine guns silenced. After his 
plane had been forced down only a few
